of the U.S.S.R., U.S.A., and U.K., which took p 
to August 2, 1945, came to the following conclusions: 


Establishment of a Counoil of Foreign Ministers. 


A. The Conference reached the following agreement for the 
establishment of a Council of Foreign Ministers to do the neces~ 
sary preparatory work for the peace settlements: 

"(1) There shall be established a Council composed of 
the Foreign Ministers of the United Kingdom, the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, China, France, and the United 


States.o | 

(2) (i) The Council shall normally meet in London 
which shall be the permanent seat of the joint Secretariat 
which the Council will form. Each of the Foreign Ministers 
will be accompanied by a high-ranking Deputy, duly euthor- . 
ized to carry on the work of the Council in the absence of 
his Foreign Ministers, and by a small staff of technical 


advisers. SS 
(141) The first meeting of the Council shall be held 
in London not later than September Ist 1945. Meetings may 
be held by common agreement in other capitals as may be 


agreed from time to time. 


(3) (1) As its immediate important task, the Council 
shall be authorized to draw up, with a view to their submis- 
sion to the United Nations, treaties of peace with Italy, 
Rumania, Bulgaria, Hungary and Finland, and to propose 
settlements of territorial questions outstanding on the 
termination of the war in Europe. The Council shall be 
utilized for the preparation of a peace settlement for 
Germany to be accepted by the Government of Germany when 


a government adequate for the purpose is established,

have suffered a total military defeat and that they 
cannot esoape responsibility for what they have brought 
upon themselves, sinoe their own ruthless warfare and 
the fanatical Nazi resistance have destroyed German 
economy and made ohaos and suffering inevitable.

. (iv) To prepare for the eventul reconstruction 
of German political life on a democratic basis and 
for eventual peaceful cooperation in international 
life by Germany. 


4. All Nazi laws which provided the basis of the 
Hitler regime or established discriminations on grounds of 
race, creed, or political opinion shall be abolished. No 
such discriminations, whether legal, administrative or 


otherwise, shall be tolerated. 


5. War criminals and those who have participated in 
planning or carrying out Nazi enterprises involving or re- 
sulting in atrocities or war crimes shall be arrested and 
brought to judgment. Nazi leaders, influential Nazi 
supporters and high officials of Nazi organizations and 
institutions and any other persons dangerous to the occupa- 
tion or its objectives shall be arrested and interned. 


6. All members of the Nazi Party who have been more 
than nominal participants in its activities and all other 
persons hostile to Allied purposes shall be removed from 
public and semi-public office, and from positions of re-

sons shall be replaced by persons who, by their political 


and moral qualities, are deemed capable of assisting in 
developing genuine democratic institutions in Germany. 


7. German education shall be so controlled as com- 
pletely to eliminate Nazi and militarist doctrines and to 
make possible the successful development of democratic 


ideas. 
8, The judicial system will be reorganized in accord- 
ance with the principles of democracy, of justice under 

law, and of equal rights for all citizens without distinc- 


tion of race, nationality or religion.

Subject likewise to the maintenance of military security, 
the formation of free trade unions shall be permitted.

12. At the earliest practicable date, the German 
economy shall be decentralized for the purpose of elimina- 
ting the present excessive concentration of economic power 
as exemplified in particular by cartels, syndicates, trusts 


and other monopolistic arrangements. 

13. In organizing the German Economy, primary emphasis 
shall be given to the development of agriculture and peace- 
ful domestic industries. 


14. During the period of occupation Germany shall be 
treated as a single economic unit. To this end common 


policies shall be established in regard to: 


(i) mining and industrial production and its 
allocation; ny ase ay 
(ii) agriculture, forestry and fishing; 
(iii) wages, prices and rationing; 
(iv) import and export programs for Germany as 
a whole; ee oe 
(v) currency and banking, central taxation and: 


customs ; 
(vi) reparation and removal of industrial war. 
potential; 


(vii) transportation and communications. 


In applying these policies account shall be taken, 
where apvropriate, of varying local conditions. 


15. Allied controls shall be imposed upon the German 
economy but only to the extent necessary: 


(i) to carry out programs of industrial dis- 


armament, demilitarization, of reparations, and of approved 


exports and imports.
